Antioch township how . has 
about 13,500 people and may 
have 16,200 by 1980. 

That is the preliminary 
population forecast of the 
Northeastern Illinois Planning 
Commission (NIPC). 

The commission also sees the 

possibility of Antioch' township 

-growing to 20,000 people by 1990 

apd to 23*500 by the year 2000. 

A slightly faster growth is 
predicted '.. for Lake Villa- 
township, which now has. 12,800 
people. The NIPC sees that area 
growing to 16,500 by 1980, 22,500 
by 1990 and 27,500 by. the turn of 
the century. 

The NIPC points out that 
mayors of communities will be 
asked to comment on the 
forecasts before the figures are 
finalized. 

"Adjustments will be made to 
reflect local preferences for 
growth or no-growth*'.' says Ira 



J. Bach, president of the 
commission. 

Seven meetings with local 
public officials, to discuss the 
forecasts, are planned this 
summer but dates haven't been 
set. 

The NIPC is an advisory 
agency for the region of Cook, 
DuPage, Kane, Lake, McHenry 
and Will counties. The commis- 
sion was created by the General 
• Assembly in 1957 to conduct 
research, prepare comprehen- 
sive general plans, and advise 
units and agencies of govern- 
ment. 

Bach emphasizes that "the 
viewpoints of the region's 
experts,. local elected officials, 
and citizens are actively 
solicited and influence every 
NIPC planning project/' 

Population forecasts are used 
by NIPC; in reviewing applica- 
tions for federal and state 



grants for highways, mass 
transit, sewage treatment 
plants, hospitals, water supply 
and park land. 

The NIPC says that north- 
eastern Illinois now has about 7 
million people and forecasts 
that 91/4 million will be living in 
this part of the state in the year 
2000. 

Lake County is expected to 
almost double in size, from 
approximately 400,000. to 
750,000. 

The NIPC says that "a dozen 
of the most amibitious suburbs 
in northeastern Illinois are- 
eager to absorb the entire 2 
million increase. Some other 
suburbs would prefer little or no 
growth. Local community life- 
styles are at stake - population 
density makes the difference 
between neighborhood conges- 
tion, or peace and quiet;

abuse control in Illinois. 

The bill creates the Illinois 
Dangerous Drug Commission 
which will have authority for 
state programs dealing with the 
treatment and rehabilitation of 
drug addicts and abusers. ■ 

Federal regulations require a 
state to have a single drug 
agency with a separate advi- 
sory council to qualify for 
federal assistance. 

Rep. Geo-Karis, who is 
presently a 'member of the 
Dangerous Drug Advisory . 
Council, said, "The new 
commission will have the power 
to license all drug treatment 
centers throughout the state 
and will act as the distributing 
agent for any federal funds to 
community drug control pro- 
grams. ' 

"The commission, 1 ' she said, 
"will be the administrative 
authority for the 14 state-oper- 
ated drug treatment centers 
and for the purchase of services ' 
for patients in the other 45 
treatment centers in Illinois. 

"This new commission and its 
advisory council," Rep. Geo- 
Karis said, "give us the 
manpower, structure' and 
mechanics to launch an all-out 
battle on the problem of drug 



abuse in Illinois, particularly in 
the large counties, such as 
Lake, Du Page, Kane and Cook/'
